It is ex- 
pected that when the run is ended 
these men will hold the record for all 
touring cars, beaten only by the show- | 
ing of the Franklin racer, which re-] 
cently made the no stop run in fifteen 
days and two hours. 


Little tells a good story of the start 


of the run, made at the Herald office 
in New York. 


"We were surrounded by our news- 


paper friends," the Tribune man said, 
"when the party was confronted by 
a mounted policeman and also captain 
of the force.

Not in 
New York.'

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Tragedy Of Wealth 


T 


WENTY years ago few persons could g-et 


into the presence of Russel Sage without 


passing inspection by John E. McCann, who for 
a long time was Mr. Sage's confidential clerk. 
Mr. McCann sirred efficiently in that position, 
but he had a soul for poetry, and after ten years 
he left finance for literature. 


Now that Mr. Sage had died. Mr. McCann 


contributes to the Journalist a remarkable tribute 
to his character, 
lie speaks of him as a genius. 


He says he was a deeply religious man who had 
often during a lull in the storm of bu.siness "mui- 
tered a little pnuer," and \\ho in the panic of 
May 1844, "when the universe seemed crashing 
about his ears, looked and acted like one in deep 
communion with the infinite." He declares "that 
Mr. Sage was a "true man and a gentleman." 
While it was impossible for him to cringe, he did 
not know how to offend deliberately. The proof 
of his moral courage was to be found in the fact 
that for nearly 34,000 days be insisted on living 
his own life in his own way, regardless of crit- 
icism, whereas a weaker man would have been 


made a reckless spendthrift by the ridicule to 
which Mr. Sage was subjected because of the 
carefulness of his personal expenditures. 


It has been said that on man is a hero to his 


valet, and few men seem great to their immediate 
clerks. 'Whatever judgment may be passed upon 
Mr. Sage's career, there must have been some- 
thing fine and masterful in his character to have 
drawn this tribue from his confidential clerk of 
years ago. 


Mr. McCann sa\s that after he left Mr. Sage 


in icSgo, he only saw him three limes. The last 
time, Mr. Sage complained that Mr. McCann had 
left him alone, anil he was indignant when his 
former clerk explained that because 
of 
Mr. 


.Sage's great wealth the visits would have bcgn 
misconstrued. 


What did Sage's millions do for him ? Were 


they any compesation for public criticism and 


ridicule, for the severance of desirable associa- 


tions, for the isolation and distrust of enormous 
wealth ?

HE large liberality of Chicago's proposal to 


turn over the Drainage Canal, which cost 


$50,000,000 without charge to the Federal gov- 
ernment, as the first step in securing an appro- 
priation sufficient to create a 14-foot water-way 
between Chicago and St. bouis, suggests two 
things.
